The Claw, Fang Infighting 
By Nomination Hopefuls

MIAMI BEACH (NEA) 
The last 48 hou rs before nominating time at the Repu blican 
conv ention showed again, as in other y ears, how presidential 
stru ggles tend to be fou ght ou t at sev eral lev els. 
On the propaganda plane, Richard Nix on’s agents clu ng 
doggedly to predictions of early ballot v ictory and held their 
delegate claims in the range of 6 80-700, or more than enou gh 
to win. 
Gov . Nelson Rock efeller’s managers pu t Nix on at 550 most 
of the time, bu t occasionally v aried their cou nts from a low of 
515 to a high of 59 5. California Gov . Ronald Reagan’s men did 
not talk figu res bu t indicated confidence that Nix on stood 
lower than he claimed. 
Meantime, the most conserv ativ e news agency pu t ou t peri­ 
odic delegate cou nts which su ggested a steady , v irtu ally u n­ 
interru pted mov ement of v otes toward Nix on. This u pward 
trend went on ev en as Rock efeller was lou dly proclaiming 
Nix on losses. 
Two other agencies gav e Nix on still higher cou nts, thou gh 
both had shaded their figu res downward from earlier, more 
liberal estimates. Tak en together, the three reinforced the 
notion, at the dawn of balloting day , that Nix on was close to 
the prize. 
To be arou nd the Rock efeller camp, howev er, was to be en- 
gu lted in optimistic talk of the gov ernor’s gains in Minnesota 
and Washington and to hear that this spelled v ital momentu m. 
To approach the Reagan command post was to encou nter 
v arieties of enigmatic silence intended somehow to conv ey 
high confidence. 
Behind the facades, the real labor of produ cing the conv en­ 
tion’s main decision went forward fu riou sly . 
Nix on managers, bu lwark ed by a willing Barry Goldwater 
holding cou rt in a hideaway hotel room, battled to k eep Rea­ 
gan from draining off their cru cial fou ndation strength in the 
Old Sou th. One bastion in North Carolina already had partly 
cru mbled. The Nix on forces stru ggled to shore u p the nex t 
weak est spots in Florida and Mississippi, k nowing a larger 
Reagan break ou t was perilou s. 
In bo th these pla ces, restless so utherners la rg ely under the 
influence o r co ntro l o f so uthern Nix o n-o riented lenders sud­ 
denly hiked the price o f co ntinued a Ueg ia nce. They dema nd 
a 
v irtua l v eto o v er the ca ndida te’s cho ice o f a v ice-presidentia l 
no minee. Flo rida ma de it g la ring ly clea r by specifica Uy ruling 
o ut in a dv a nce fo ur no rthern libera ls—Ma y o r Jo hn Lindsa y 
a nd Sena to rs Percy , Ha tfield a nd Bro o ke. 
Fretting ov er this peril, Nix on managers bu ilt u p the in­ 
ternal pressu res in New Jersey and Michigan, two k ey fav or­ 
ite son states. The object was simple—to break them open to 
get at “cov ered” Nix on delegate strength to toss in as offset 
to threatened Reagan inroads in the Sou th. The infighting in 
these states was intense as Rock efeller forces fou ght to k eep 
the lid on. 
Mary land became a fresh battlegrou nd, thou gh little no­ 
ticed. Su rprising Rock efeller strength had damaged Gov . 
Spiro Agnew’s prestige in the wak e of his Nix on endorsement. 
He labored to produ ce the elu siv e 20-to-6 cou nt for Nix on 
which he had promised. 
The Reagan threat opened the way to a belated, thou gh 
predicted, Nix on adv ance in Pennsy lv ania at Rock efeller’s 
ex pense. It cau sed other stirrings in Connecticu t and Rock y ’s 
own New York . The concerned delegates either preferred 
Nix on or ju st feared Reagan. 
This was the back lash effect of Rock efeller’s conv ention- 
long effort to u se Reagan’s gains, real or imagined, to halt 
Nix on. Reagan, too, felt the back lash. His own 8 6 -v ote fav or­ 
ite son delegation, framed broadly with some 24 Nix on people 
and 12 Rock efeller back ers, rock ed with angry demands for 
freedom, .from the pledge tp ,him Back ers of hi* riv als ce-j 
sented his open candidacy and his obv iou s intent to u se them 
as captiv es to help form the base for his own delegate driv e. 
Thu s it went in the last, hectic 48 hou rs before decision 
time: Frenzied stru ggles in California, Michigan, Mary land, 
New Jersey , New York , Connecticu t, Florida and Mississippi, 
fou ght behind a screen of propaganda whose distracting noise 
only u nderscored the importance of the great prize at stak e.

Tooth Decay Problem Gnaws at Researchers 


EFFECTIVE USE of animals la studying mouth disorders 
similar to those suffered by man has contributed greatly 
to dental research. This hamster is having fluorides ap­ 
plied to his teeth to test the chemical’s decay-fighting 
effectiveness.

SUITLAND, M d—(NEA)— 
The mouth is telling more 
these 
days 
than 
scientists 
ever thought it knew. 
That’s the word from the 
National Institute of Dental 
Research, where an end to 
dental caries (tooth decay) 
is predicted in the near future 
and where replacement teeth 
are being successfully im­ 
planted into gums. 
“ In the past, dental care 
has been aimed at relieving 
pain and restoring and re­ 
placing diseased teeth, ” says 
Dr. Paul Keyes, researcher 
at the institute. 
“This situation has existed 
because the dental profession 
has not been able to identify 
satisfactorily the causes which 
lead to damage of the teeth 
and their supporting tissues. ” 
But what was once a micro­ 
biological w a s t e l a n d is, fi­ 
nally, grudgingly yielding the 
fruits of knowledge. Now the 
potential exists for stopping 
dental problems before they 
even start, for broader seg­ 
ments of the population. 
By the next decade, says 
Dr. Seymour Kreshover, di­ 
rector of NIDR, it should be 
virtually possible to complete­ 
ly prevent dental caries in the 


United States A Caries Task 
Force is being formed to 
speed that day, he said. 
The breakthrough came, in 
part, with perfection of animal 
models 
and 
test 
systems 
which allowed researchers to 
better study the conditions 
that lead to dental disorders. 
Grade school hygiene has 
long testified that food parti­ 
cles equal bacteria equal cav­ 
ities. But the giant strides be­ 
ing made now concern just 
what foods and just what 
bacteria c o m b i n e to eat 
through tooth enamel. 
Three factors co-operate to 
cause tooth decay, say NIDR 
researchers: (1) a diet high 
in f e r m e n t a b l e carbohy­ 
drates, particularly sugars; 
(2) the presence of decay-pro- 
ducing bacteria, and (3) the 
susceptibility of the individ­ 
ual. 
Unfortunately for teeth, the 
three factors are not only 
usually 
present, 
they 
also 
work well as a team. Attack­ 
ing any one of them deals a 
harsh blow to caries. 
With 
m o d e r n 
society’s 
sweet tooth, complete removal 
of sugars from an individual’s 
diet is highly unlikely. But 
fluorides, 
hailed by dental 
scientists 
as 
the 
greatest 
modern dental discovery in 
the fight against decay, great­ 


ly decrease susceptibility of 
the individual. 
“ Depending entirely on flu­ 
orides, however, is somewhat 
like depending on aspirin for 
headaches, ” said Dr. Keyes. 
“ You may stop the pain of the 
headache, but you haven’t 
found out what caused it. ” 
So it is with fluorides, he 
added. They keep the acid- 
causing bacteria from eating 
into the enamel, but they 
don’t stop the bacteria from 
forming on the tooth. And 
through the years, the bac­ 
teria may move down into the 
unprotected root of the tooth, 
with possible loss of the en­ 
tire tooth as the result. 
New strides in identifying 
the decay-producing bacteria, 
howe ve r, bring scientists 
closer to the ability to prevent 
these bacteria from congre­ 
gating in the mouth. Possibil­ 
ities include the use of anti­ 
biotics, 
specially t r e a t e d 
chewing gums, adhesive pow­ 
ders, pastes, mouth washes 
and dentifrices. 
For the two-thirds of the 
nation that still does not have 
fluoridation in drinking water, 
a possible applicator of flu­ 
orides might be a mouthpiece 
containing fluoride gel, worn 
over the teeth for a few 
moments each day. 
For those who lose teeth, 


there is also good news. Im­ 
plants of plastic teeth have 
been done successfully 
on 
baboons. 
The plastic implant, unlike 
a natural tooth, does not trig­ 
ger a rejection response on 
the part of the host’s gums. 
Tissue forms around the tooth, 
and the lifelike replacements 
have stayed firmly in place 
for as long as six years, with­ 
standing even such abuse as 
the 
baboon’s penchant 
for 
gnawing on the metal bars of 
his cage. 
For now, the big goal is 
preventing tooth decay. In the 
United States alone, an esti­ 
mated 800 million cavities are 
in need of immediate treat­ 
ment, says NIDR. 
And the biggest enemy is 
still apathy. A regimented 
practice 
of 
brushing 
and 
cleaning between teeth with 
dental floss is still effective 
against the food particles and 
bacteria that congregate in 
the mouth. 
“Almost all loss of teeth 
after age SO in this country is 
due to improper cleaning, ” 
said Dr. Keyes. 
With better brushing and 
more research, no reason why 
“permanent 
t e e t h ” 
can’t 
mean just that.
